THE COURTS. 


A Verdict of Not Guilty in 
the Parkins Case. 


EX-JUSTICE LOCKWOOD'S CASE. 


It Will Probably Commence Today— 
The Federal Grand Jury-Suit 
to Determine Heirship— 
General Court News. 


The jury acquitted H. F. Parkins yester- 
day of the charge of receiving stolen goods 
from Ralph Murphy and John Wilson, taken 
by them from Southern Pacific freight cars. 

Yesterday morning when court was re- 
convened, Judge Smith instructed the jury, 
and they retired to deliberate, After being 
outa sborttime, they returned a verdict of 
not guilty. The defendant was then dis- 
charged. 

This case is a peculiar one. Parkins 
pleaded guilty once to the charge of which 
he was yesterday acquitted. He insisted on 
entering this plea despite the fact that he 
was advised not to. Heeven went so far as 
to waive time for sentence, and wanted to 
go to the penitentiary at once. The judge 
did not sentence him, however, as there 
seemed to be something peculiar about the 
case, 


Later Parkins withdrew his plea of 
guilty and now he has been acquitted. 
‘There was a conflict between the Sueriff’s 
office and the city police department which 
complicated the facts in the case and made 
the acquittal possible. 

The city police were working with Par- 
kins and in ashort time would have run to 
earth the gang of thieves who were robbing 
freight cars in and near the city. The 
Sheriff’s office accidentally learned of this 
and started inon their own hook to make 
some captures and to recover stolen goods, 
The result was a clash. The Sheriff’s 
office was anxious for a record and an effort 
was made to make one out of the Parkins 
case. Thisciash between the police and 
deputy sheriffs ends in Parkins’s acquittal. 
lf the police had been permitted to work 
on the case alone or if the Sheriff’s office 
had worked ip conjunction with the police, 
it might bave fared worse with Parkins.

THE REVEREND DEFENDANT 
SHOWING SOME IMPATIENCE. 


certain determined change of grade 


He Does Not Wish an Adjournment 
of His Trial, but Thinks It Should 
Proceed to a Conclusion— 
The Financial Trust. 


The third day of the Ellis trial before the 
San Francisco presbytery, was very dull, 
aside from the defendant’s rather dramatic 
demand that the hearing of testimony 
should proceed without interruption until a 
conclusion was reached. The inquiry was 
devoted principally to determining the na- 
ture of Dr. Ellis’s financial trust, and, as in 
the previous questions, the evidence was 
all insthim. The following detailed re- 
port is from the Chronicle of Thursday: 

The presbytery in its trial of Kev. Dr. 
Jobo W. Ellis meta new difficulty yester- 
day. By the law under which it acts, every 
member who will be allowed to vote on the 
final issue must have attended each session 
of thetrial. Several prominent members 
ofthe presbytery have already been ex- 
cused. ‘Iwo others were granted rmis- 
sion to leave yesterday. About eighteen 
members yet remain, and upon them fails 
the duty of judgment. Ap endeavor was 
made yesterday morning to postpone the 
trial until one week from pext Monday, as 
a majority of the pastors must prepare for 
next Sunday’s services. 

Kev. Dr. Ellis strepuously objected to 
any postponement, even fora day. “It is 
supposed,” said he, “that this court was and 
is serious in the matter before us. I give to 
the members credit for a desire to deal fairly 
and honestly in the issue; but the evidence 
thus far adduced demands an immediate ad- 
justment. The prosecution has introduced 
ts most damaging testimony at the start. 
1 stand before the public in alight which in 
justice requires that the trial should cop- 
tinue without interruption until the end. 
In the nameof justice, of my own interest, 
of that of my bousesoild, I stand before you 
for this right. You have no just power to 
suspend my name before the public as 
it is, 

Every motion looking to a postponement 
was immediately withdrawn, and the trial 
proceeded. Dr. Sample, the moderator, 
again charged the court in eloquent words. 

Almost the entire morning session was 
consumed in reading testimony previously 
taken, and in the afternoon John McCul- 
lough, secretary of the board of trustees of 
the tabernacie, was recailed to the stand. 
He was introduced relative to two points, 
the character of the trust im d upon 
Dr, Ellis aud the nature of his acconuting. 
Mr. McCullough testified that the loan 
handied by Ur, Ellis was for church pur- 
poses alone. It was, in a measure,‘a gen- 
erai fund, but notso general as to permit 
the reverend gentiemau to make 
use of it. Dr. Ellis was permitted by the 
trustees to assume responsibility for the 
unpaid bills which he had declared were 
paid, only until ademand for their pay- 
ment, when the church became naturally 
responsible. Ur. Ellis bad specifically 
stated that his account was a final one 
with the exception perhaps of a few small 
bills. He never intimated at any other 
time that such was not the case. 

Dr. Ellis declared that he did not under- 
stand the exact bearing of these last 
answers, and so declined t cross-examine. 

‘Trustee Johnson was also put upon the 
stand to verify the same points in the prose- 
cution. Healso declared the authority was 
given Dr. Ellis for the purpose only of 
meeting church expenses, not bis own. ‘The 
board of trustees never granted him power 
to expend $593.51 for his private affairs. 

The court then entered into a general dis- 
cussion relative to the necessity of intro-

Readers of Tur Times will be surprised 
to learn thatthe orauge business bas more 
than doubied in this southern country since 
1888. The Southern Pacific Company and 
the Santa Fé Company have arranged state- 
ments for the month of March, in 1889, 1890 
and 1891, showing the the number of pounds 
of oranges shipped out of Southern Califor- 
hia during that month of these years, as 
March is the heaviest month for oranges.

This is a fiue showing but as the crop is 
late and but little more than haif the 
oranges bave been shipped this year so far, 
the shipping season wiil not end before 
the middie of next month and in the past 
the first of April generally closed the 


season. 

The following is from the Chamber of 
Commerce bulletin and was compiled by a 
competent man who spent several mouths 
im the country gathering data: 

lt is estimated that the citrus tree plant- 
ing of last year, together with that now 
under way, will cover an area larger than 
occupied oy citrus trees in Southern Cail- 
forniaa year ago. No accurate record is 
kept of the planting,and it is not possibie to 
make exactestimates. Itis said that 900 
acres were set new in Rediands last spring, 
and that over one thousand will be planted 
this year; that Riverside putin about one 
thousand acres to citrus trees in 1980 and 
will put in about two thousand in 159) ; that 
Pomona set out nearly one thousand acres 
last year and wili double that this year, 
Wherever one may travel through “the or- 
ange-crowing sections of Southern Catifor- 
bia he hearsthe story of the extraordinary 
development of the citrus industry in the 
last year; he sees new land in the process of 
subjection for oranzes, or land which has 
heretofore grown barley now being plowed 
for the planting of citrus trees. In Azusa 
one enormous plot of 450 trees is to be set 
to Washington Naveis.. The Riverside 
Trust Company, limited, the English syndi- 
cate which bought out Matthew age, has 
bought all ube nursery stock it can find and 
coe | to set out 1000 or 2000 acres. It is 

iieved that about one thousand acres will 
~ set out this spring in the Alessandro 
Tract, 

Recent tree statistics, which include an 
exact stateinent of the amount ot 
stock, furm the surest = to the progress 

s Angeles county 
has about 980,000 citrus trees. its budded 
nursery stock, for the most part ready for 
use this spring, amounts to nearly 500,000 
ee. aud its seedling stock to over a mil- 
lon andahalf, And nearly every young 
tree has been sold and its planting con- 
tracted for. In short, in Los Angeles 
county this spripg there will be planted be- 
tween balf and three-quarters of a million 
of orange trees, The plenting inSan Ber- 
nardino county is even larger. 

‘Lbe rapid iucrease of ‘acreage in citrus 
fruits tempts one to speculate as to the 
probable size of future orange crops and 
_agto resuits in prices, Los Angeles and 
San Bernardino counties have already 
about 2,250,000 treeg in the ground. Only 
about one-third of these are ia beuring 
and not one-sixth are in anything like 
full. bearing. In three years so large 
a part of them will have fruited 
that it can. searcely be questioned 
that the crop will be something like 10,000 
carloads. In five years—supposing no un- 
usual disaster—the fruit crop of Southern 
California alone will be larger than the 
combined crop of California and Florida at 
present. Neither the growers nor the deal- 
ers, however, entertain the slightest fear 
that the business will ever be overdone. 
The eastern market has as yet been only 
touched—not really developed. For the 
people living away from tne cities in tue 
country districts oranges are an expensive 
rarity. Moreover, when the orange-grower 
once has his !and paid for and his ditches 
built he can afford to seil bis fruit for half 
its present priceand still be thankful that 
he is in the business, 

ln the planting of young trees the prefer- 
ence still seems vo be given to the Wasbing- 
ton Navel, in splie of the fact that the 
shippers have almost unanimously declared 
againstit. Thesizeof this orange is such 
that it can scarcely retail at eastern points 
for iess than 75 cents a dozen, as agaifst a 
small seedling which can be sold for 20 and 

cents. The consequence is therefore 
that it appeals to a very limited fancy trade, 
and as the trees are now coming on bear in 
large quantities the shippers bold that this 
feature of orange production is s00n likely to 
be overdone. To carry out this theory they 
have set 112 to 176 to the box (inclusive) as 
the rexcuiar sizes for Naveis, and have de- 

clared all larger, for example, the 64’s, 
80’s and 96's to be off sizes, subject to a dis- 
count of $labox. Last year nearly one- 
third of the Navel crop were 96’s, The 
advice of the shippers to intending orange- 
growers usually is to plant seedlings or 
Mediterranean Sweets on eome of the later 
ripening budded varieties. 

Une very noticeable fact this year, which 
may in a measure account for the size and 
excellence of the product, is the large in- 
crease of the amount of fertilizerused. The 
favorite is sheop manure, although some of 
the commercial fertilizers, guano and 
nitrate of soda, are also ¢mployed. 

‘The labor employed in pieking and pack- 
ing the orange crop is fa white, and it 
is fairly-weli remunerated. The price paid 
last year was 4 cents a box for packing, 
which the mutual agreement of shipper, re- 
duced to3 cents. ‘lhe shippers claim that 
the men were some of them getting $3 and 
#4 a day, hence the reduction. During the 
last few days a strike bas been in progress 
among the packers at Riverside in conse- 

uence of this reduction. Pickers get from 

1 to $1.75 a day. 

‘The oranges are carried East during the 
earlier partof the winter in double-lined 
cars, hen the frost is over, an ordinary 
fruit car, ventilated at both ends, serves the 
purpose satisfactorily. Usually the cars are 
run in special trains on expresstime. The 
average 500 boxes of sixty to seventy pounds 

to the car.

STATEMENT OF THE WIDOW. 


Names of Those Who Received Gifts 
and the Amounts—Denlal of 
Various Charges—Rev. Mr. 
Knighten’s Statement. 


The first steps toward straightening out 
the affairs of the late A. P. Wade, under 
the petition of the public administrator for 
special letters of administration on the es- 
tate, an account of which was published in 
Tue Times yesterdsy morning, bave been 
taken. Yesterday Bradner W. Lee, attor- 
ney for the public administrator, caused a 
demand to be made on al! of the parties for 
the money th had received at Wade's 
hands, oran accounting for expenditures 
made on bis bebaif. Mr. Lee stated that 
this was the usual procedure in such 
cases, but that at this stage ail 
that the administrator wanted was for 
allthe parties who had recéived money 
from Wade to pay the same into court, it to 
remain there until the court could wake a 
dispositi.n of it according to law aud equity 
and the rights of the widow and orphans, 

MRS. WADE’# STATEMENT. 

During the afternoon a ‘Timxs re- 
porter called on Mrs. Wade at her 
rooms at the Natick House to get 
her statement of the case. rs. 
Wade isa well-preserved, handsume littie 
woman about 40 years of age, a good talker, 
and with . pparently a good head for busi- 
ness, ‘The lady said thatshe was sorry that 
the matter had cot intw the papers at this 
time, as spe was afraid it might burt her 
case, but now that it was ail out, 
she had no scruples about telling anything 
that she knew. The outlines of the story 
as pubiished in Tue Times, were substan- 
tially correct in every particular, with the 
exception of the story which had been toid 
to Judge Widney, which she said was abso- 
lutely without foundation. She said that 
she bad not lived with her husband for the 
past eight years, during which time she 
bad made ber own living, and was at pres- 
ent housekeeper of the Hotel Vendome at 
San Jo-é. She had two children—a boy, 
aged 20, and a daughter, aged 17, She her- 
seif did not care tor the money, nor did her 
son, who was now abie to support himself, 
but her daughter was just at an age wheo 
money was needed for her education and 
support, and it was for her sake that she 
was making the contest. Mra. Wade 
detailed at considerable length the history 
of her married life, saying that she stood her 
husband’s ill-treatment and abuse until it 
became unbearable, and she was compeiled 
to leave him about eight years ago. Since 
that time she has frequently seen him, and 
whenever he got sick he always came to her 
house to be taken care of. Wade, she said, 
had aiways supported the daughter, paying 
her board up to the first of J.nuary of the 
present year. He was stopping at her 
sister-in-law’s house ip San Francisco, where 
he was receiving every attention at the 
hands of his daughter and other members of 
the family. On the 15th of December last, 
he told bis daughter that he was going to 
take aroom down town, bear the hotels, 
where he could see his oid friends, and left 
the house. ‘This was the jast that was seen 
of him by his relatives and friends. Iuquiry 
wis made at the various botels where he 
was inthe habit of stopping, but no trace 
could be found of him, 

Un or about the 18th of February Mrs. 
Wade says that her daughter was toid by a 
physician to whom her husband had written 
tor some medicine, that Wade was in Los 
Angeles. ‘The daughter at once wrote to 
her father, but of he never got the 
letter, as he was dead when it w s written, 
but inguiry atthe postoflice here showed 
that it hud been taken out by sowe one. 
She then got a member of thie Oda Fellows 
fraternity to write to Los Angeles, making 
inquiries about her husband, and then 
learned that he was dead. 

Mrs. Wade says that as she knew her 
husband had considerable money when he 
left San Francisco she instituted corres- 
pondence to find out what had become of it, 
and also enlisted the aid of ber brother, a 
prominent ason of San Francisco, to 
assist. 

Mrs. Wade gavea history of the corre- 

spondence at some length, and was very 
bitter over some of the letters that bad 
been written, vot to her, but to her daughter, 
in whicb she says that her character was 
assailed. 
‘* Mrs. Wade said there was no truth in the 
statement that her husband bad other prop- 
erty, or that he bad deeded anything to her 
or ber children, saying that all he had was 
the money he brought with him to Los An- 
geies, She «wlso denied the story that there 
was any talk about sending her husband to 
the hospital, but said that she thought she 
had a clew to the origin of it. 

Continuing, Mrs. Wade said that she first 
learned through Chief Crowley what dis- 
position had been made of the muney, and 
arined with this information she h come 
to Los Angeles to look the matter u She 
said that $5000 had been given away. Of 
this amount, Messrs. Howry and Trout she 
said had received $2000; Dr. W. W. Beckett, 
his atte ding physician, $1000, and a gold 
watch and chain, which she bad bought 
with her own money and presented to her 
husband; Mrs, Whipple, the landiady, had 
received ; the nurse, Annie Mitchell, 
$500; Rev. Will A. Knighten, $500. The ex- 
penses for the burial, with the jot in the cem- 
etery, cranite slab, etc., was $470. Besides 
this, $50 had been paid to a lawyer, and only 
a day or two before his death her husband 
had drawn a check yable to “self’’ for 
8509. Besides this, Mrs. Wade said that ber 
uusband must have had some other money, 
the exact amount she could notsay, After 
her bu-band’s death his trunk was sent to 
her, and she was compelled to pay the ex- 
press charges. 

Mrs. Wade stated she was positive ber 
busband was notin bis right mind at the 
time of his death, and said that he bad 
once been ina private asylum. The lady 
took no pains to conceal the fact that the 
relations existing between berself and her 
husband were anything but friendly, and 
insisted thatshe did not want anything he 
left, but she was determined that her chil- 
dren should have what they were éntitled 
to, if it was possible to secure it for them, 
and she should exhaust every legal means 
looking to that end before she gave up. 

WHAT REV. MR. KNIGHTEN SAYS. 

Rey. Will A. Konighten, pastor of 
Simpson Tabernacle, whe was one of those 
remembered so generously by Mr. Wade, 
was alsoseen by a Times reporter. Mr, 
Knighten stated that he had called on Mr. 
Wade as a brother Mason and a minister, 
but had not seen him for several days prior 
to his deatb. Between 11 and 12 o'clock 
one night Messrs. Howry and Trout hed 
called at his house and notified him that 
Wade had left him $500. He was taken some- 
what by surprise, as be did not consider bis 
services as of any pecuniary vaiue. He 
had afterwards cailed on Wade, to find ont 
about the money, thinking perhaps that it 
was for his church, but ade toid him it 
was for himself. He drew the money from 
the Citizens Bank, and deposited it at the 
University Bank, where it now tis, sibject 
tothe order of the court. Mr. Knignten 
said the gift was very acceptable, but he had 
some misgivings about taking it, as he 
feared there might be some complication, 
and therefore had not used it. He only 
wanted to do what was right, and was satis- 
fied that the other beneficiaries were of the 
same wind, as they were all honorable men, 
and if courts should decide that the money 
should go to the children, there would be no 
trouble about turping it over. 

The hearing of the case will ponventy be 
had in a short time, when tHe whole matter 
will be definitely settled.

MAKING CLAY PIPES. 


Nearly Allthe Material is Obtained at 
Woodbridge, N. J. 

Charles W. Maxwell, of Strawbridge, 
Miss,, in conversation with a St. Louis 
Star-Saylngs reporter said: 

“It is popularly believed that all clay 
pipes are either made in Europe or 
from clay Drought from the otber hem- 
isphere, but such is not the case, asa 
very large share of the clay pipes made 
iu America are from clay found at and 
near Woodbridge, N. J. The clay 
comes by the ousioad and the firat step 
toward preparing it for moulding is to 
sufficiently dampen it with water to 
make it piiablie. This is done by plac- 
ing itin a tank where it soaks for 
abuut twenty-four hours. Itis then 
bammered with iron bars, thus rid- 
ding itof any lumps ordry chunks. 
Then the moulding begins,the work- 
man taking alumpof clay in each 
hand and by squeezing and rolling it 
moulds the pieces intoarough stem 
about three times as large as the fin- 
isbed pipe stem, baving a rough ball 
at its eud. These rolis, as they are 
called, are piled on wooden trays, six- 
teeu to each tray, after which they 
are dried either by the sun or 
by artificial weans, according to 
the weather. baviug been 
dried, not to harduegs, but sufficiently 
to dispose of all superfluous dampness, 
the rolla are ready to bave the stem 
drilled and the bowl formed, To driil 
thestem the workman hoids asmail 
iron rod the size of the stem holes, and 
with bis left hand pulls tbe clay roll 
over the rod instead of shoving the rod 
turough the stem. To do this the 
workman is guided solely by the sense of 
touch in his finger tips, and that sense 
is so accurate that the hole is invaria- 
bly made correctly. The ball at the 
end of the rollis turned up and then 
roll and rod ure placed in an iron 


‘matrix which presses the pliable clay 


into the desired outside pattern. The 
matrix and its contents are placed ina 
band press and the workman, by pull- 
ing a lever, forms the hole uf the pipe 
bowl, The molded pipe, etill soit and 
pliable, then passes to the hands of the 
trimmer girls, whoserape off the su- 
perfluous clay making the joints of 
the matrix. Tben tbe pipes are placed 
in a fire-proof clay Sager, aud the 
loaded saggers are placed in a larger 
furnace. The furnace has eight flues 
at the bottom,and the six sheets of 
flame atthe bottom concentrate at the 
top, thus making the heat even 
throughout. Until the pipes go into 
the furnace they are blue in color, but 
whén they come out they are pure 
white.”

Orange stealing bas become sucha 
burning subject iu Monrovia, Los An- 
geles county, that citizens are offering 
$100 reward for intormation that will 
lead to the arrest and conviction of 
any parties engaged ih the business. 
The usual method pursued by the 
thieves ig to take sacks into the 
orchards and fii! them full of the 
choicest oranges and carry them away. 
Several trips of this kind each night 
continued vover a period of several 
weeks results in the logs to the orchard- 
istof hundreds of doliars’ worth of 
fruit. It is hoped that convictions 
may not only be bad, but that such ex- 
amples will be made of them by the 
an to discourage this growing 
evil. 


Now Make Garden. .

The ground is tow getting warm 
enough to begin Making garden. 
Everyone with the least bit of ground 
should raise at least a few eegetables, 
they are so much nicer than can be 
had of the Chinaman. But reject the 
cld idea of having a iittle square plot 
of ground to be worked with hoe and 
spade. «I bad a perfect horror, when a 


boy, of having to spade the garden and 


hoe the vegetables; but when only 12 
years old enjoyed driring a borse ahead 
of a cultivator or plow. I put aj! my 
garden truck into one gr two long rows. 
doing allthe work With a one-horse 


plow and a Planet, Jr., cultivator, | 


with its various attachments. The 
best way is to bave this strip of ground 
well mapured the previous year. VPiow 
deep and thorougl|y pulverize the soii. 
Make a shallow furrow witb your plow 
or cultivator and sow your seed, let- 
tuce, beets, peas, onions, cabbage, to- 


matoes, parsnips, cauliflowers, etc. 
Then with a harrow, or proper-sized 
tooth on cultivator, and a little *‘gump- 
tion,” you will be able to cover each 
kind of seed to the proper depth by go- 
ing one round with a horse. After 
cultivation will be faciiitated if the 
rows ere made as straight as possible. 
Procure your seed of « good reliable 
house. It 1s very vexatious to get only 
half astand, or nope at all, through 
imperfect seed. 
eteveryone who has not already 


You can just as well as not raise ail 
the raisins needed in the family, along 
the hedge or among the trees. Bottled 


delicious sauce, and bottled muscats 
alone are one of the very best of pie 
material for winter use, not quite equal 
to blackberries, but almost. ‘This 
leads me to say that now is the time to 
set out a few blackberry and raspberry 
vines. Crandall’s blackberry will not 
be apt to disappoint you. Last year 
we picked 780 pounds from one row of 
Crandali’s 200 teet long. The vines 
were four feet apartin the row. The 
picking extends over about four 
months. Tbe new Rochelle is the best 
euriy raspberry we have at present to 
my knowledge, but its flavor is not the 
best. The Cuthbert does well in many 
portions of Southern California, and 
where it does well it is perhaps the 
best raspberry we bave. Do not write 
to me for plants, 1 have none of any 
kind forsale. This is a good time in 
which to put in a crop of potatoes. Put 
your ground in g@od tilth, mark off the 
rows with a one-borse plow, drop the 
seed and cover with a plow. 


Bakersfield Californian: Last yeara 
California poppy was transplanted 
atmmong the cultivated flowers at Stock- 
dale.

ONCE in a while one reads of acts on 
ibe part of human beings that encour- 
age the belief that man is descended 
from the brutes—and by a very direct 
coute.~ Take, for instance, an item 
from a German paper, which tells how 
men, calling themselves the “Biting 
Club,” attacked a party of pleasure- 
seekers in aforest and bit off their 
noses, ears and fingers. How are we 
to account for such actions. except on 
the basis of the innate depravity of 
mab, which civilization has but glossed 
over? 


THERE is, just now, a marked in- 
crease in the tide of immigration to 
this country. During the eight months 
ended February 2s, the total arrivals 
amounted to 24,065, as against 218.653 
in the corresponding period of last 
year. The largest increase in this 
immigration is from Italy, Russia and 
Austria-Hungary. There is also con- 
siderable increase in the arrivals from 
Germany, while there is a still further 
deciine in the number of comers from 
Great Britain. The press of the coun- 
try is almost unanimous in calling for 
restriction of immigration. The next

MORE ITALIAN BLUSTER. 


The Italian embroglio, which was 
supposed to be relegated to the realms 
of peaceful diplomatic discussion, is 
now once more brought prominently to 
the front by a report from Rome that, 
if the United States Government does 
not answer Marquis Imperiali’s note by 
today, Minister Porter will be ordered 
to leave Italy and the whole Italian 
legationin Washington be recailed, 
(talian interests being left in charge 
f the British minister. 

This reads very much like a canard, 
started by stock operators. It is just 

ussible, howevér, that the Italian 
ininistry has been led by the opposition 
to indulge in a little more braggadocio. 
In this case it need only be said that 
Americans are growing very tired of 
this italian bluster, and begin to care 
very little whether it is to be fight or 
fraternize. As to the threatened with- 
drawal of the Itaiian legation, that 
would not in the slightest de- 
gree upset our equilibrium. The 
only regret would be that the members 
of the Mafia in the United States could 
not the legation en masse. 
It is quite possible that they might re- 
ceive an early invitation to follow very 
soon thereafter. 

In regard tothe reply of the Amer- 
ican Government, we have already 
been informed that Secretary Blaine 
is very carefully preparing it, in 
conjunction with the President. 
This extra care is rendered 
necessary by the fire-cracker make- 
up of the present Italian gov- 
ernment, which might seé an insult 
concealed in a superfluous comma. 

Coming back: to the affair of 
the lynchings, a New  Orleana 
paper very pertinently reminds the 
Italian press that twenty-two Eng- 
lish and American tourists have 
been captured by brigands in Italy 
during the last fifteen years, and of 
this number nine were murdered be- 
cause they could pay noransom. The 
Italian government moved not a hand 
in any one case, nor did England or 
America make any threats. 

Let Italy do her worst! We can 
grow our own oranges, and macaroni 
also, while, as to assassins, we bave all 
that we need at present. 


MISSIONARY WORK NEEDED, 


Canada is experiencing much difii- 
culty in getting people to immigrate to 
that country. A dispatch from Boston 
this morning.states that agents of the 
Dominion government in Great Britain 
and on the continent have advised 
their government that the outlook for 
immigration to Canada during the com- 
ing season is more unsatisfactory. than 
for several years. A northwestern ex- 
change reports that Canadian coloni- 
zation agents have been given a warm 
reception in Dakota, one being ridden 
on a rail. To ask men to emigrate 
from Dakota to Canada is like inviting 


the fire. 

Emigration to Canada and to the 
Northwest will probably continue to 
fall off, as the attractions and re- 
sources of the Pacific Coast become 
better known. In this connection, we 
would again urge the desirability of 
advertising the advantages of Southern 
Oalifornia throughout the world, to 
the fullest extent of our ability 
aud means. This can be done

Bad crops 
and bad weather in the East and 
Northwest, together with the ravages 
of grip, have caused thousands to turn 
their eyes in this direction. 

The citrus exhibit, which opens at 
Chicago on Monday, is an excellent 
move in the right direction, but it is 
only one step. A well-planned and 
sustained move should be made all 
along the line. There are thousands 
who would gladivy come and settle here 
tomorrow if tbey knew the facts—if 
they were sure that what they have 
heard istrue. As it is, it seems to 
them too good to be possible. Then, 
they are surrounded ..by neighbors 
—interested and otherwise—who unite 
in assuring these would-be settlers that 
the stories they hear about California 
are fables. We must do missionary 
work among these people—go out into 
the highways and hedges and compel 
them to come in and partake of the 
bounteous feast which Southern Cal- 
ifornia offers freely to all who are will- 
ing to go to the trouble.of reaching out 
forit.

ALVA GOULD. 


The Man Who Discovered a 
Famous Nevada Mine, 


AND WAS SWINDLED OUT OF IT. 


The Old Man Makes a Living 
Peddling Fruit—A Story of the 
Paimy Days ofthe Great 
Comstock Lode. 


Overland passengers who buy fruit 
of a decrepit old man at the depot, who 
can be seen any morning with his bas- 
ket on tbe arrival of trains from either 
east or west, do not know that they 
are contributing to the support of Alva 
Gould, the original locator of the 
world-famed Gould & Curry mine on 
the Comstock, says the Keno Gazette. 
Mr. Gould is a familiar figure in Reno. 
He was born on June 15, 1815, and 
crossed the plains in 1849, arriving in 
Sacramento in 1850, He followed placer 
mining in California until 1858, when 
he came to the then territory of Ne-

vada. He discovered ser on the 
ground of the celebrated Gould & 
Curry mine January 6, 1859, and on 
January 22 located the same. Curry 
Was a mine-jumper or “floater”? as he 
was then termed, and jumped the lo- 
cation Mr. Gould had made and forced 
Mr. Gould to take him in as a partner, 

Mr. Gould made arrangements with 
a party of prospectors to develop the 
mine, and these when they found how 
rich it was managed to.swindle him 
out-of it, aud he mever got a dollar. 
Curry sold his interest to Henry Mere- 
dith, who'was afterward killed in a 
battle with the Indians at Pyramid 
Lake in April, 1860. George Hearst, 
who confided in Gen. Orlando Evans 
the secret that a Dutchman by the 
name of Charles Tinnis had traced up 
the float to'a high Tedg#’ on ‘the Gould 
& Curry location, made a proposition 
to Gen. Evans that he take piece of 
the rock and go to Nevada/City and 
interest Henry John H. 
Bostwick and Sam Curtigfin the enter- 
prise, for which the four man, Mere- 
dith, Cartis, Bostwick and Evans, were 
to pay $4000 for 200 feet. 

Gen. Evans started for Nevada City 
by the Carson Cafion route in the 
early part of December, 1860, and 
about the time be left for Nevada, 
Meredith left by the Henne’s Pass 
route for the Comstock, and came near 
perishing in asnowstorm. The Gen- 
eral went to Nevada and had an assay 
made which showed over $9000 per ton. 
The General immediately made his 
proposition to Bostwick and Curtis, 
who agreed to take it, and they sent 
$4000 right back to George Hearst. 
Tne following March Evans, Curtis 
and Bostwick met Hearst and Meredith 
in Virginia aud were informed by 
Hearst that it would.take $8000 instead 
of $4000 to make the purchase. They 
put up the additional , and in the 
meantime Hearst had formed a co- 
partnership with Bill Lent and others 
of San Francisco, and they in turn 
succeeded in freezing Evans, Curtis 
and Bostwick out, and Meredith, 
having been killed by the Indians, was 
no longer in the way. Gen. Evans did 
manage, however, to get $21,000 out of 
a property that was worth that many 
millions. Bostwick sold his interest 
for $1500, and Curtis got out with a 
trifle. Hearst and his San Francisco 

artners got the mine and soon after 
Len Savage and Charley 
Chase’s interest in ‘the Savage. Mr. 
Gould, who had been so shamefully 
wronged, lived on the Comstock until 
1855, when he lefa to try bis luck in 
Montana, and finally drifted to Chey- 
enne, Salt Lake and back to Colfax, 
Cal., where fora number of years he 
peddled fruit, and fifteen years ago he 
came to Reno and bas since been in 
the fruit business. 

In the hard winter of 1859 he went 
to Piacerville for supplies and was 
snowed in, and when he returned he 
found the. eight or ten miners on the 
lode in almost a starving condition, 
and talking of nag Dutch Jake’s 
store in Johntown, and Mr. Gould im- 
mediately left for Honey Lake for 
more supplies, The old man was un- 
questionably one of the first men on 
the Comstock, and was followed up by 
Comstock and James Finney. He fur- 
nished the money and. sent Comstock 
to San Francisco with the first lot of 
ore to have assayed. The old man’s 
life has been a failure in a financial 
way. and be is talking now of going to 
New. Mexico to begin anew—a living 
illustration of Pope’s assertion that 
“man never is, but always to be, 
blest.”

settling wages disputes.

We shall be glad when every specu- 
lator and packer in every section will 
sell his oranges on their own merits, 
and with the name of the town where 
shipped from, and anything the auc- 
tion can do in this line is surely a 
benefit. As to deciduous fruits, I feel 
certain that in large cities this is the 
way; but I,asa broker in this same 
Minneapolis. can do better for my 
shipper by actual sale, naming 
my own prices and terms.

“The 
method is for the owners of the stores 
to give to their agents a number of 
tickets purporting to call for goods 
that have been pawned for cer- 
tain amounts Then the agents 
or operators represent themselves as 
flat broke and sell the tickets for $1, 
$2 or $3 or whatever they can get. 
The purchaser goes or sends to the 
pawn shops expecting to secure a good 
watch or fine diamond for about 75 per 
cent. of the value, but is disappointed 
to find that the ticket calls for a worth- 
less watch or paste diamond, It is an 
old game, but one that is very difficult 
to stop.”

PAN-AMERICANS. 


Arranging for the Great Congress to 
Be Held in 1893. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The general com- 
mittee of the proposed Pan-Republican 
Congress to We held in 1893, held its 
second regular meeting today. Cham- 
pion L. Chase of Omaha presented the 
report of the committee on plan and 
scope, and it was unanimously 
approved. ‘The Executive 
mittee reported resolution provid- 
ing that a general committee 
of 200 be incorporated as the Humane 
Freedom League to continue as long 
as there is work for such committee to 
do. The purpose of this league is to 
support, maintain and bring about the 
proposed congress in 1893. It is to be 
empowered to establish branches in 
each State to further the cause. 

‘The Central Committee of the Pan-

Mating Fowls on the Farm. | 
i8outhern Cultivator. | 

People living in the country who 
have tine towls find it very diffcult to 
keep them purely mated. It should 
not be so, however, as it is a very 
simple matter to mate fowlson the 
farm and keep them purely mated. 
neitber is it expensive. 

A chicken house large enough for 
fifteen or twenty fowls can be built 
for three or four dollars, and a fence 
made of rough posts, stringers and of 
plasterer’s laths, enclosing a space 
fifty feet wide by one hbundrea ana 
fifty feet long, can be built for three or 
tour dollars more, 

A fenee of this kind need not be 
moro than four or five feet high. Then 
tuke a pair of scissors and clip the 
outer or flight feathers of one wing of 
— fowl and the confinemént is com- 
plete. 
If there are any stray cocks running 
about on the outside of the yard their 
wings sbould beclipped in a similar 
manner in order to prevent them from 
flying into the breeding yard. 
Then set eggs only from the mated 
hens, which will insure purity of stock, 
The chickens can be given the outside 
range when they are old and stout 
enough to leave the brood coops. 
‘Tennessee is pushing to the front as 
the banner poultry and egg State of 
the South, and we desire to see the 
thoroughbreds extensively bred within

matter of the People vs. the Southern 
California and the Terminal roads for 
an alieged vietation of law in raising 
the price of copmutation tickets 
between here and Los Angeles, 
and also for limiting the price of 
round-trip tickets sold at 25 cents, to 
one day. There,was: quite a notable 
assemblage uf railroaders present, be- 
sides a number of\ citizens, all inter- 
ested in the procee@ings: City Attor- 
ney W. E. Arthur represented the 
city, and Attorneys Brunson and Gib- 
bons looked after the respective inter- 
ests of the Santa Fé and Terminal 
roads. | 
“President Rea of the board of com- 
missioners opened the meeting by stat- 
ing the object of the board’s meeting 
here. Mr. Arthur then cited the peo- 
pie’s complaint. Ie was followed by the 
other attorneys who hinted that the 
proceedings were ridiculous and that 
the people had-no grounds for com- 
laint. General Passenger Agent 
incup of the Terminal road was the 
first witness. His testimony was en- 
tirely on the matter of rates. He sub- 
mitted to the commissioners copies of 
the company’s tariff sheets. Some dis- 
cussion was here indulged in as to 
whether or not testimony bearing on 
rates between Olivewood and in ter- 
mediate stations between here and 
Los Angelés should be admitted. This 
was finally allowed, although it had 
nothing to do with the complaint 
under consideration, 

General Passenger Agent Hynes of 
the Santa Fé road next testified. The 
rates as shown by bim were changed 
March 12, 1890, ou the day the Termi- 
nalroad began to operate between 
here and Los Angeles. Since then he 
knew of no chauge of rates except in 
commutation tickets, the price of 
which was increased from $5 to $7, 
good for sixty rides. 

C. T. Hopkins took the stand and 
testified as tothe raising of rates be- 
tween Olivewood and Los An- 
geles, and expressed the opinion 
that the increase had _ proved 
detrimental to the growth of that 
suburb. Mr. Hynes was recalled and 

uestioned briefly, after which General 

anager K. H. Wade of the Santa Fé 
took the stand. Mr. Wade told of the 
cost of operating the road, of ‘the 
heavy grade from Los Angeles, the high 
price of coal, etc., with a view of con- 
vincing the commissioners that Pasa- 
dena has a regular snap under the 
existing condition of affairs and isn’t 
wise enough to see it. Both he and 
Mr. Hines testified that the former 6- 
cent rate between Pasadena and the 
Raymond was a mistake. 

General Manager Burnets, of the 
Terminal road, was the next witness. 
His testimony brought out the fact that 
the road lost about $10,500 from March 
12, 1890, when it began operations, until 
the first of January last, and that the 
price of commutation tickets had been 
raised simply to make the receipts 
come alittle nearer meeting the run- 
ning expenses. 

ayor T. P. Lukens was the last 
witness. He opined that the higher 
rates retarded the town’s growth by 
keeping mary men who do business in 
Los Angeles from residing bere. 

The case was briefly summed ;up by 
the attorneys, and thus the proceedings 
of the day terminated. The commis-. 
sioners will look into the evidence, to- 
gether with briefs which are to be sub- 
mitted, after which they will render 
sheir decision. 

The affair, taken altogether,was very 
enjoyabie. The august aggregation of 
railroad ae yng and leading local 
lights seemed to be pervaded with a 
sort of picnic joviality. None were 
jollier thon the combating attorneys, 
whose wit was as bright as the gioss on 
their shirt-fronts. Everybody bad a 
good time, and after the formal pro- 
ceedings were over all sorts of compro- 
mises were discussed. The commis- 
sioners left later in the day, promising 
to give the matter careful attention.

FULL OF YEARS AND HONOR. 


“J. H. Painter Quietly Passes Away 


at His Home. 
. John H. Painter, one of the oldest 
and most respected of Pasadena’s citi- 
zens, died shortly before 5 o’clock 
Thursday evening, at bis residence, on 
North Fair Oaks avenue, in the 73d 
year of his age. Death resulted 
from a complication of troubles, after 
an illness extending over a period of 
more than a year, 

While Mr. Painter’s death was 
not unexpected, its announcement 
‘none the less’ sorrow, 
not only to his immediate 
friends and relatives, but to the entire 
community as well. At Salem, O., Mr. 
Painter was born September 3, 1819. 
He was married to Edith Dean in 1842. 
lu 1845 he moved to lowa, where tor 
twenty years he endured the rea! hard- 
ships of pioneer life. After a contin- 


_ ued residence in Muscatine, lowa, from 


1866 to 1880, he moved wah his family 
to Pasadena, where he has since re- 
sided. 


~ Here, as at his former places of: resi- 


dence, Mr. Painter soon made him- 
self felt in the community. He identi- 
fied himself with ieading projects that 
bad for their object the development of 
the town’s best interests. His busi- 
ness qualifications were recognized by 
all with whom he came in contact. 
During boom times he amassed a con- 
siderable fortune. He was a stron 
Abolitionist and an intimate friend o 
John Brown. 
Full of years and honors.Mr. Painter 
has passed away. His life was char- 
acterized by strict uprightness and 
honesty, a progressive spirit 
that surmounted every obstacle, and a 
deep devotion to his family. His works 
will live atter him and his memory will 
long be green in the hearts of all who 
were favored with his acquaintance. 
He is survived by a brother, four 
sisters (one a twin sister),a devoted

How to Make Good Butter. 
[Southern Cultivator. | 

There are two strong reasons why 
butter should be brine-salted while it 
is in the granular condition, says 
Hoard’s Dairyman. First, that the in- 
fluence of the salt may disengage the 
caseous matter from the fat so that it 
can be easily washed out; and second, 
that the granulesof butter may be en- 
veloped in strong brine, and the salt- 
ing nearly done, so that far less work- 
ing of the butter will be necessitated, 
than in the case when there is consid- 
erable caseous matter left in it, and 
the salt is ali to be worked through it, 
to make it as evenly — distributed 
through the mass as possible. But it 
takes more salt? True, for the first 
time butter is salted that way, and 
subsequently, too, if the brine that 
comes away is thrown away. But if it 
is saved and clarified by standing, it 
will not take much more salt that way 
than by the old method. But even if 
it does take more salt, it pays. 


Fresh Blood for Poultry Yards... 
jExchange,] § 

There are few excepting poultry-fan- 
ciers whose fowls will not be greatly 
improved by introduction of new 
blood. Watch the advertisements of 
those having birds or eggs of finely- 
bred varieties, and if your fowls have 
become mongrels kill all your roosters 
aud set eggs trom those varieties that 
seem best adapted to your own needs. 
The next year after this is done you 
will have part of your flock pure bred 
and part balf bred, and by killing for 
eating all the crosses that are males 
and breeding only from pure breeds, 
there need be notrouble in keeping the 
flock in good condition for several 
years for the purpose that has been 
aimed at. It is the breeding from half- 
bred males in ali animals that produces 
mongrels of littie value for anything. 


About Roads. 
{Texas Ferm and Ranch,] 

Our ordinary country roads consist 
of two well-beaten paths, with a nar- 
row, untrodden,ridg@ between and on 
each sid@é a narrow rut made by. the 
wheels of: passing vehicles. hese 
ruts, in wet weather, are gradually 
worn to depths thatoften make them 
impassable. Nothing but the wheels 
ever follow the ruts. This inevitably 
results from the almost universal style 
of American vehicles, aud the simi- 
larly universal manner of attaching

In many parts of Europe, 


the usual team is three abreast, the 
two outside animals being immedi- 
ately in frontofthe wheels. The re- 
sultis no wheelruts, and no central 
ridge to interfere with driving one an- 
imal. Doing away with the ruts cut 
by the wheels would improve our roads 
100 per cent. ‘The writer has carefully 
examined the roads in Louisiana, 
where triple teams are used, and no 
ruts appear, for the reason that the 
teams walking in the track of the 
wheels obliterate their cut, and thus 
maintain a comparatively smooth road 


Independent of the marked beneficial 
effects upon the roadways, triple teams 
are economical, because three horses 
or mules hitched near the wheels will 
draw as heavy @ load as four hitched 
in the usual manner. Particularly in 
farm work is the triple team not only 
economical but convenient. Every 
farmer and teamster knows the difli- 
culty in handling long four-borse teams 
especially where short turns are to be 
made. And the difficulty in controll- 


of a pair of long lines, and often be- 
yond the reach of the ordinary means 
of persuasion at the very nick of time. 
The manufacturer who will introduce 
a good farm wagon adapted to three- 
abreast teama, and the farmers or 
teamsters who will adopt them will be 
doing themselves a service and tbeir 
country a benefaction. 


} Potato Culture. 

{Rural Californian. | 
As many acres of potatoes are being 
planted this year those planting them 
may profit by the following: At the 
recent meeting of the Lilinois Dauiry- 
men, Henry Brimblecorn of Woosung 
said be would nottry to instruct any 
one on how toraise potatoes in good 
years; any one can do that.” The only 
true criterion of any method is the 

test of several years, including 


one OF | 
two bad years. The soil may of 
any nad but it must be fine and in 


good condition. Donot follow pota- 
toes withcorn. Some think sod best 
for potatoes. Put your corn on the 
sod then follow with potatoes. The 
first cultivation of the potato is the 
main, if not the only one. Manure 
broadcast in the fail, plow under deep 
in the fall, make furrows three 
feet apart and four incnes deep; plant 
one foot apart in the furrow and drag 
twice. Seed raised in another climate 
is not good. He recommends Early 
Rose and Early Ohio. I plant smail 
whole seed, for cut seed is more liabie 
to failin dry years. If you use fertil- 
izers, 150 pounds muriate of potash to 
one-eighth of a ton super-phosphate is 
aboutright. Ashes by themselves are 
not good. Cover with a shovel plow. 
Just before they are up, cross drag; 
when up s0 you Can see the row, shovel 
plow and cover without mercy; then 
drag with —" tooth, drag length- 
wise of the row. When fairly recov- 
ered, plow again putting on the shields 
and letting no clods fall on ‘the leaves 
or stalks. After this plow shallow. 
Root-pruning is disastrous to potatoes 
and tends to weaken and creates rust 
from which they cannot recover. 


Manuring Bearing Apple Trees. 
[Exchange.| 
It is generally conceded that bearing 
apple trees need maxure. Butifatree 
that has been in biossom is manured 
some year when no blossoms are 
formed, its growth is often so stimu- 


it to get into bearing again. At this 
time of yéar it is easy to notice by the 
buds what apple trees will be in bear- 
ing this year. Manuring these cannot 
bea mistakes ‘as the 
mostly go to perf ct the fruit, yet leav- 
ing energy enough in many kinds of 
apples to form the buds for a fruit crop 
the following year. 


The committee of the Orange Grow- 
ers’ Association, to whom was left the 
carrying out of its wishes with refer- 
ence to fighting the payment of a roy- 
alty for the use of the gas treatment 
for scale pests, has had a contract 
drawn up by which each grower agrees 
to stand his share of the expense of any 
litigation that may be necessary, not 
to exceed 5centsatree.
